ABOUT KGEI 


In the late 1930's, the General Electric Company built their 
first Short-wave transmitter. It was a 35 kilowatt trans- 
mitter to be used at the General Electric exhibition at the 
1939 San Francisco World's Fair on Treasure Island in the 
San Francisco Bay. February 1939 was the “On-The-Air" date 
Operating under the call sign of W6XBE - The “Showcase 
Stations" for General Electric. Shortly after, the power 
was raised to 50 kilowatts and the call sign changed to KGEI 
(General Electric International). , 


Following the World's Fair, in June of 1941, General 
Electric moved their new shortwave transmitter to its. 
present location on the salt flats of Redwood City, Cali- 
fornia. The station became known as the “Voice of Free-+ 
dom." The station was called KGEI for the following 
reason. The K designates all United States' radio stations 
west of the Mississippi River. The GE stands for General 
Electric and the I is for International. 


In 1941, when the United States entered World War II, KGEI, 
still owned by the General Electric Company, was operated by 
the U.S. Office of War Information. It was used to inform 
servicemen overseas of the activities at home, as well as in 
Other parts of the World. 


It was during this time that General Douglas MacArthur _ 
transmitted his most famous message to: the people of the 
Philippines: "I. shall return!” That broadcast was aired 
over KGEI. 


Following the war, GE resumed operation of KGEI which was 
primarily used as a sales aid to promote the use of GE 
products in Latin America. Stanford University used KGEI 

for audience research during this time. 


In 1956, GE turned the license back to the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission-terminating transmissions. In 1958, GE 
sold the station to a group of businessmen who desired to 
use KGEI as a commercial venture. In October 1958, KGEI 
returned to the air. The venture failed. In 1959, the 
business men contacted a Christian missionary organization, 
the Far East Broadcasting Company, who they thought might be 
interested in buying it. 


On March 27, 1960, KGEI was transferred to The Far East 
Broadcasting Company. KGEI became the Latin American 
Service of FEBC. 


In October 1962, during the Cuban Missile Crisis, ‘KGEI 
cancelled its regular programming and re-broadcast the Voice 
of America broadcasts to Cuba for over a month, receiving 
official recognition from the President. 
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In December 1972, KGEI relays messages to Managua, Nica- 
ragua, and used amateur radio to receive messages from there 
to aid in rescue efforts, during the earthquake relief. 
During that same year, KGEI sponsors a Christian U.S. Soccer 
team tour of Latin America. 


In 1973, a 12 year freeze on expansion of shortwave broad- 
‘casts imposed by the F.C.C. was ended. October of that year 
saw the expansion of KGEI's broadcasts to include Japan, 
China, and the East Siberian section of the Soviet Union. 
KGEI then became an Asian Service of the Far East Broad- 
casting Company as well as a Latin Service. y 


In November 1974, KGEI inaugurated its 250 kilowatt service 
to Asia by installing a new 250,000 watt transmitter. This 
transmitter is used in conjunction with the 50,000 watt 
transmitter at times to Latin America. This is the largest 
privately owned shortwave transmitter in the United Sates. 


During 1975, KGEI was once again called on to help relay 
messages in an earthquake torn zone. This time it was to 
Guatemala. All regular programming was cancelled and 
messages of Health and Welfare made up the broadcast 
schedule for over a week. 


In 1978, a total of 53 letters came to the Far East Broad- 
casting Company from Communist China. Since the normali- 
zation of United States relations with China in January 


1979, we have received over ten thousand letters from 
there. 


KGEI receives an average of 1,100 letters per week as a 
direct result of their broadcasts. This is approximately 
750 from Japan and 350 from Latin America. 


It is estimated that from 2 to 3 million listeners are tuned 
in to KGEI each day. Most of our listeners are steady and 
write us many times. It is noted that many professional 
people write. (41% of all letters are typewritten). 
Students and professors number 40% of the total writers. 


Young people in general write to us. 73% of the writers are 
under 30 years of age. 


KGEI programs self-improvement/educational programs such as 
English by Radio, (in Spanish, Russian and Chinese) health 
and sanitation (talks by Medical Doctors) Cultural, folk- 
loric music which includes the literature, history and folk 
music of the various countries in our broadcast areas. We 
utilize the Magazine format of radio broadcasting exten- 
sively. By using a large quantity of informative material 
such aS news, commentaries and features, we can convey our 
programming to the largest segment of the population in the 
shortest possible time. With this we interweave Bible 
readings and inter-denominational programs as well as 
programs from well known religious groups.

FEBC’s third dramatic thrust to saturate China 
with opportunities to hear of Christ’s redeeming 
love is underway right now on the island of 
Saipan in the northern Mariana Islands of the 
Pacific. 

The first 100,000 watt shortwave transmitter 
to be installed is scheduled to be on the air by 
spring 1983, with broadcasts to China in Man- 
darin and Cantonese. 

From the outset, three highly efficient 
antennas will be installed looking out over the 
ocean towards China, the USSR, Indochina and 
Indonesia. Each antenna is capable of beaming 
programs on two separate frequencies simul- 
taneously, such that up to six transmitters can be 
handled at the same time.

FORGIVENESS 


It seems to me that give is the biggest 
part of forgiveness. 

Because it is not something you can earn. 
Or buy. Or get in any other way except 
have it given to you. 

It is a little frightening to think about it. 
I mean really, lying-awake-in-the-dark-of- 
night thinking about it. 

When you think about the price of for- 
giveness of sin, you feel about as big as a 
worm and about as important as half a worm, 
which is not very. 

That is because forgiveness is all involved 
with the cross, and betrayal, and love so 
huge that you cannot ever begin to under- 
stand it. And it wouldn’t be so bad except 
when you know that you need this kind of 
thing over and over, constantly, that is, and 
that no matter how hard you try or how 
good you are you never are really any better 
— well, you just want to hang your head in 
shame because that’s about all you can do, 
at least that’s all I can do and I have a hunch 
everybody in this respect is just the same. 


Accept it 
There is nothing you can do about for- 
giveness except accept it. 


There is a lot, though, that forgiveness 
can do for you, and it does, whether you 
know it or not. 

It can make you alive. I don’t mean alive 
in the life-after-death way although that is 
a part of it too. I mean that after a while 
your shame becomes something you can 
stand because it finally begins to sink into 
you that if God in Christ loved you enough 
to die for you, which is what he did — not 
just for the other people but for you — then 
it becomes possible for you to live with your- 
self and be alive and that is what we are 
talking about. 

There is nothing to compare forgiveness 
with because there is really, deep down, 
nothing that compares with it. 

And that is all I know about forgiveness. 
Maybe that is all I need to know.
